REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The prior art fails to disclose and/or teach in combination the claimed angle of the 
fin. It would not have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to modify the 
angle of the Niederer prior art fin (fig. 1 ) to an angle of between 5 and 1 5 degrees with 
respect to the longitudinal axis of the shaft because the Niederer fin is angled at least 
approximately in the direction of the neck, well above the claimed angle of 5 to 15 
degrees, such that it prevents the shank from sinking into the bone cement under 
torsion or vertical loads.
